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“Ghe Servants of God 


HATEVER the object may be, it is 

known only by its attributes. Peo- 
ple are more perfectly known by their 
qualities than by their signature; there- 
fore it is that which characterizes a per- 
son that makes them generally known. 
The professional man is known by his 
profession. The laborer is known by the 
kind of worx he does, and the criminal 
by his crime. 

The servants of God are also known by 
their attributes and the efficient servant 
is presented in seven characters. This 
presentation is worthy of our considera- 
tion and careful study. It is quite signifi- 
cant to note that seven is a sacred num- 
ber that is used in scripture to reveal 
God’s complete work, in divine mercy and 
also in divine judgment. God is complete 
in all His work, therefore He does not 
accept incomplete service. Rom. 12:1 
gives conclusive proof that service is sac- 
rifice, therefore the servant must render 
complete service or God will not accept 
the sacrifice. Under the sacrificial law 
God required a complete sacrifice, for it 
was commanded that the animal offered 
as a sacrifice should be without blemish. 
The sacrifice that God demands today is 
service, but it must be complete, there- 
fore the servant of God is presented in a 
sevenfold or complete aspect. 

In the second chapter of Second Timvw- 
thy we have a full description of the ef- 
ficient servant. In this chapter the reader 
will find the seven characters in which 
the servant is presented to be as follows: 
1. Ason. 2. A soldier. 3. An athlete. 
4. An husbandman. 5. A workman. 6. 
A vessel. 7. A servant. Those seven 
characters are blended in the servant of 

od, qualifying him to render acceptable 
rvice by which also he is known. 

As a son Timothy (who represents th2 
servants of God) is exhorted to be strong 
in the grace that is in Jesus Christ. 2 Tim. 
2:1. Grace goes with sonship and if we 
would have God recognize us as sons we 
must manifest the attributes of His Son 
Jesus Christ. “Beho'd, what manner of 
love the Father hath bestowed upon us, 
that we should be called the sons of God.” 
1 John 3:1. The next verse shows that 
we are “now the sons of God,” therefore 
as a son the servant of God is required 
to manifest the attributes of the Father

just as Jesus manifested them. Paul de- 
clared that God had called him by His 
grace to reveal His Son in him. Gal. 1:16. 
This is God’s purpose in all His servants, 
therefore the servant is presented as a 
son, because Christ is manifested in him. 
In manifesting Christ we also manifest 
God, for every son bears his father’s like- 
ness, therefore God is revealed in Hi# 
servants. “Surely the Lord God will do 
nothing, but he revealeth his secret unto 
his servants the prophets.” Amos 3:7. 

As a soldier the servant is exhorted to 
endure hardness and avoid worldly en- 
tanglements. 2 Tim. 2:3, 4. These are 
right elements of good soldiership and 
worthy of due consideration in our quali- 
fying for service in the cause of right- 
eousness. If we are to be a servant of God 
we must be a good soldier that will en- 
dure hardness. As a servant, do we en- 
dure the privation, want, suffering and 
hardness of a soldier on the battlefield? 
Or do we seek to become entangled with 
the affairs of this life? To be a good sol- 
dier one must forsake his former occupa- 
tion and give himse'f wholly to the carse 
of his country. To be a servant of God 
one must forsake the affairs of this iife 
and give himself wholly to the cause of 
Christ. 

As an athlete, the servant of God is re- 
quired to abide by the rule that regulates 
service and makes it acceptable. 2 Tim. 
2:5. It is evident that Paul had the Olym- 
pic games in mind when he presented the 
servant of God as an athlete. These games 
eonstituted the great national festival 
of the ancient Greexs, that were celebrat- 
ed at intervals of four years in honor of 
Zeus. the father of the gods, on the plain 
of Olvmpia. It was the religious aspect of 
this festival, and the strict observance cf 
the rules of the games that Panl applies 
to the servant of God. Those who lawfully 
won in honor of the father of the gods 
were crowned, and enjoyed numerous 


honors Those who did not observe the 
rules of the games were counted out and 
lost the honors 


they might have won. 


This properly applies to the servant of 
God, therefore he is correctly presented 
in the character of an athlete. There is 
one rule that governs the service of the 
servant and if that rule is not observed 
he must fail. This paramount rule is love, 
without which none can render accept- 
able service. Paul gives us the rule for 
service in the thirteenth chapter of First 
Corinthians. Verses one to three prove 
that no matter what one says, does, be- 
stows, or suffers, unless they have char- 
ity their words are meaningless, their 
gifts useless, their bequeaths worthless 
and their suffering in vain. The remain- 
ing part of the chapter fully describes 
the rule of love; so every one may know 
how to strive lawfully. 

As an husbandman the servant is 
taught that he must first be partaker of 
the fruits of his labor. 2 Tim. 2:6. This 
characier of the servant must have due 
consideration. We notice in the next state- 
ment of Paul, he said, “Consider what I 
say; and the Lord give thee understand- 
ing in all things.” This of course means 
that by considering the following words 
of the apostle the Lord will give us the 
understanding of what he means in his 
statement, “the husbandman must first 
be partaker of the fruits.” Just as the 
farmer reaps the first benefits of his la- 
bor, so does the servant get the first re- 
sults of his service. Here is where it 
takes consideration and understanding 
from the Lord. There are those who prob- 
ably have been disappointed by what they 
received in return for their service of 
love and became discouraged because they 
had failed to consider Paul’s presenta- 
tion of the servant in the character of an 
husband. When we study Paul’s | state- 
ments in 2 Tim. 2:6-14 we find that for 
his service he suffered trouble as an 2vil 
doer, even unto bonds. He shows clearly 
that in service there is suffering ,and if 
we suffer with Christ we will also reign 
with Him. The servants of God who ren- 
der acceptable service must be a sacrifice 
and instead of expecting people to ap- 
plaud them for serving God, they should 
look for criticism, rebuffs, and persecu- 
tion. Paul’s record shows that some of 
those to whom he had preached the gos- 
pel and proved himself a servant in love, 
caused him great suffering. In his reproof 











. 





to the church at Corinth he said, “The 
more abundantly I love you, the less I be 
loved.” 2 Cor. 15:15. Let us remember 
that the crown to be given for service is 
not worn in this life, but will be present- 
ed in that day and worn in the life to 
come. 

As a workman the servant is exhorted 
to study to show himself approved unto 
God in the service of “rightly dividing 
the word of truth,” 2 Tim. 2:15. This ex- 
hortation proves that the workman is a 
teacher and that he must study or else 
be brought to. shame by his failure iv 
rightly divide the truth. The Bible cor- 
rectly applied will meet every issue so 
completely that those who present tle 
Word of Truth will have no cause to be 
ashamed. It has stood the test of the ages 
and when properly construed it becomes 
a bulwark against all that is false or ig- 
norant. It is when people fail to study 
before they undertake to teach the Bible 
that they are brought into ridicule and 
shame. This presentation of the servant 
of God in the character of a workman, or 
rather a teacher, should have due consid- 
eration by all teachers of the Holy Bible. 
There are right divisions of the Word of 
Truth and any teaching that opposes or 
ignores those divisions is confusing and 
profitless. 

As a vessel the servant is instructed to 
be sanctified and ready for the Master’s 
use. 2 Tim. 2:21. This denotes purging, 
separation from the world and prepara- 
tion for service. No one can be a true ser- 
vant of God until he has consecrated his 
all to Him. Before the vessel is ready for 
use it must be cleansed and made equal 
to the occasion. So musf the servant of 
God be sanctified wholly, and the “spirit, 
soul and body” preserved blameless. Ev- 
ery faculty of his being must be dedicat- 
ed to his Master for service. Even the 
body must be presented a “living sacri- 
fice, holy, acceptable unto God,” Rom. 
35:1. 

“And the servant of the Lord must not 
strive; but be gentle unto all men, apt to 
teach, patient, in meekness_ instructing 
those that oppose themselves.” 2 Tim. 
2:24. This is the last presentation of the 
servant in his sevenfold aspect; and let 
us remember that before he is really call- 
ed a servant he must manifest the grace 
of a son, the endurance of a soldier, the 
skill and accuracy of an athlete, the la- 
bor and suffering of an husbandman, the 
preparedness of a teacher, and the clean- 
ness of a vessel. These are the essential 
qualities of the servants of God, by which 
they are recognized in heaven and known 
in the earth.

RIDE goeth before destruction, and 
an haughty spirit before a fall,” 
For sometime this message to the Evan- 
gel has been on my heart. My subject is 
the little word “Pride.” This is one of the 
worst evils of today. Now we want to see 
what this little word means. Webster 
says, “Pride: state or quality of being 
proud, inordinate, self-esteem, that which 
excites, boasting as decoration, orna- 
ments or show, ostentation.” Paul in 2 
Tim. 3:1, in speaking of the evils of these 
last days, classes pride with the other 

evils. 

Oh! when I look over this world and 
see how wicked it is, how “pride” is drag- 
ging people down, it almost breaks my 
heart. I believe this little word (or sin) 
will be the cause of many precious souls 
being lost, and people are not aware of 
it.

Mark 7:21-23, “For from within, out of 
the heart of men, proceed evil thoughts, 
fornications, murders, thefts, covetous- 
ness, wickedness, deceit, lascivousness, 
an evil eye, blasphemy, pride, foolish- 
ness.” 1 John 2:15 says, “Love not the 
world.”

AVING read an article written by A. 

L. Byers, and it having been put in 
tract form and being distributed from 
house to house I feel I must rise in de- 
fense of the gospel, and answer this er- 
roneous article in the light of the Scrip- 
ture. 

1. The gift of tongues referred to in 
1 Cor. 12:10 if you will notice is given 
by the Spirit, the word by is a preposi- 
tion; denoiing agency and each of ‘he 
nine gifts of the Spirit are given by the 
Spirit, in other words the gifts are dis- 
tributed to different individuals afier 
these individuals have received the Spirit 
with the evidence of having received Him 
by speaking with o:her tongues. No one 
is fully prepared for God’s service until 
after having received the Holy Ghost 
with the evidence of speaking with other 
tongues, then after having received Him 
then these nine gifts are given to the 
Spirit-filled individuals as it pleaseth 
Him. And they are given by the Spirit to 
make these individuals useful in His ser- 
vice. To one is given the word of wisdom, 
to another by the same Spirit the word 
of knowledge, to another gifts of healing, 
working of miracles, etc. It was stated by 
the writer of the tract referred to that 
tongues was the least gift or the most 
unnecessary. I am anxious to know where 
he got this. I am sure he did not get it 
from the Scripture, the Scripture says in 
1 Cor. 14:5, I would that ye all spake 
with tongues, but rather that ye proph- 
esied: for greater is he that prophesieth 
than he that speaketh with tongues, EX- 
CEPT he interpret that the church may 
receive edifying. Prophesy seems to be 
the greatest gift given by the Spirit, and 
it seems that it is greater than tongues 
as a gift unless they interpret, but if 
they interpret they are as great as the 
prophet. 

It was stated by Mr. Byers that, “If 
such a doctrine were true that tongues 
was the evidence of the Holy Ghost, would 
it not be highly important that it be 
clearly and positively taught in the Scrip- 
ture?” In answer to this I will say it is 
clearly taught in the Scripture: After 
Jesus had told the disciples He would 
pray the Father that He would send an- 
other Comforter, He clearly told them the 
evidence of His having come in to take 
up His abode. In St. John 15:26-27 we 
find these words, “But when the Comfort- 
er is come, whom I will send unto you 
from the Father * * * He shall TESTIFY 
of me: and ye shall bare witness.” 

He clearly told them what He wouid 
do when He came, and in the 16th chap- 
ter and the 13th verse we read, Howbeit 
when he the Spirit of truth, is come, he 
will guide you in to all truth: for he 


shall not SPEAK of himself; but what 
so ever he shall hear, that shall he speak. 


We find in this verse He clearly states 
He snall speak, not the person, but the 
Holy Ghost shall speak when He comcs. 
If I were to teii you that I was coming 
to see you tomorrow at a certain hour 
and when I arrived I would blow the 
horn on my car three long blows, and to- 
morrow at the hour specified you hear 
a car drive up to your house and blow 
these three long blows, that would be the 
evidence I had arrived, because I told 
you when I came I would do this very 
thing. So it is stated by Jesus that when 
He, the Holy Ghost, is come He will tes- 
tify, and when He came on the day of 
Pentecost He spake, and used the tongue 
of the one who had received Him, hence 
as the Spirit gave the utterance. This is 
the evidence of the Holy Ghost, because 
Jesus said this is what He would do when 
He came, and when the Gentiles received 
the Holy Ghost the Jews were astonished 
because on the Gentiles was poured out 
the gift of the Holy Ghost. We might 
ask, How did they know the Gentiles had 
received the Holy Ghost? We will answer 
with the Bible: Acts 10:46, “For they 
heard them speak with tongues and mag- 
nify God.” They knew because they heard 
the evidence. 

The writer of the tract said, We should 
not seek tongues as the evidence because 
faith was the evidence. This is the most 
absurd, and unreasonable assertion I ever 
heard a minister make. Faith is the 
vehicle that brings the blessing, but is 
not the evidence of the blessing. The 
writer of Hebrews in the 11th chapter 
and first verse was giving the definition 
of faith itself, and we go to the first 
verse of the 11th chapter of Hebrews for 
the Bible definition of faith—it is the 
evidence of things not seen, but we would 
be doing violence to the Scripture to put 
the extreme interpretation upon this 
verse, to say faith is the evidence of the 
blessing received. 

For example, to the blind man Jesus 
says, “Thy faith has made thee whole,” 
and he comes seeing. Now what was the 
evidence of the man being healed? Was 
faith the evidence, or was his eyes being 
opened the evidence of him being whole? 
You would readily say that his eyes being 
open was the evidence of him being heal- 
ed. Certainly. Jesus says thy faith hath 
made thee whole, but his eyes came open, 
he comes seeing, and this is the evidence 
that he is healed. Faith is the vehicle 
that brings the blessing and through faith 
we enter into the blessing. 

There are mines all over this country, 
and the men go back in the hills and dig 
coal, but to get to their work they have 
to enter in at the mouth of the mine, 
that is the only way to get to their work 
—by entering at the mouth of the mine. 
It would not do to stop at the mouth of 


the mine and say, I will not go any far- 
ther, I will work here, but they must go 
farther back in the mines to where the 
coal is. So it is by faith we enter into 
the blessings of the Lord, and faith 
brings the blessing, but there is further 
evidence that you have the blessing itself. 

The Bible says, “By this shall we know 
we have passed from death unto life, be- 
cause we love the brethren.” Now love 
here is given as the evidence of a new 
life. But according to the argument of the 
acticie referred to faith was the evidence, 
and this Scripture quoted in 1 John 3:14 
would be useless in the Bible. Joy is the 
evidence of sanctification, but according 
to this man’s theory faith would be the 
evidence. We are justified by faith; we 
are sanctified by faith and the Huvuly 
Ghost with the blood; and then baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, or filled with the 
Holy Ghost, which is equivaient. 


We are not to set aside faith, for it is 
through fa.th we get any blessing that we 
desire, and it must of necessity come by 
faith in God; and that God will, and is 
gving to give you the blessing you are 
asking for must be in the mind of the 
seeker, but it is dangerous to stop before 
the blessing comes, and let the devil de- 
ceive you and tell you that you have a 
thing you do not have. 


The disciples were continually in the 
temple, praising and blessing God for ten 
days before the blessing came, (the out- 
pouring of the Holy Ghost); and no doubt 
they had had faith all along, but when 
He came whom they were seeking, He 
came talking for Himself as the Spirit 
gave the utterance—they began to speak 
with other tongues, Acts 2:4. No one then 
needed to tell them they had the bless- 
ing because they had the witness Jesus 
gave them in St. John 15:26 and 16:13. 

Some one was trying to convince a 
party concerning a certain thing once, and 
he read it to him from the Bible in plain 
English, and the fellow said, “Well you 
don’t find that in the Bible but one 
place.” One place is enough, nothing is 
put in the Bible to just fill up space, but 
is put there for our learning, and admoni- 
tion. 

“Do all speak with tongues?” They do 
as an evidence of the Holy Ghost, but not 
as a gift. In the 12th chapter of 1 Cor. 
he plainly says, “Now concerning spirit- 
ual gifts’—first verse; and these gifts 
are given by the Spirit. They are gifts 
that the Spirit gives, but the speaking 
with tongues as the evidence is a signal 
that the Spirit has arrived, but after He 
arrives and takes up His abode He gives 
gifts. He does not give prophecy to all, 
but, although all can not prophesy, they 
can all testify or say something for the 
Lord, and there is just as much differ- 
ence in the one who is not a prophet, yet 
can testify, as there is the one who speaks 
with tongues as the evidence of the Holy 
Ghost, and the one who has the gift of 
tongues. 

Mr. Byers says, “Speaking with tongues 
as the evidence, as we call it, and the gift 
of tongues is the same thing and that 
both are done as the Spirit gives the ut- 
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terance.” 

I say, Not so, there is a vast difference 
in the two. All do not have the gift of 
healing, but all-can pray for the sick. 
When one has the gift of tongues, that 
gift is given to him, and can be used at 
the will of the one who has the gift. If 
you or any one else gives me a dollar, I 
do not necessarily have to ask you when 
or how I am to use that dollar because it 
is mine, neither does the one who has the 
gift of tongues need the Spirit to give 
utterance, as they do when the Holy 
Ghost comes in and speaks as the evi- 
dence of His arrival. 

I notice there are many who believe in 
divine healing, and if you are saved you 
will pray for the sick, but Paul says in 
1 Cor. 12:30, “Have all the gifts of heal- 
ing?” Of course the answer would be, 
NO, all do not have the gift of healing, 
but all can pray for the sick even if they 
do not have the gift. Further, Paul says 
in the same verse, “Do all speak with 
tongues?” Of course the answer would be, 
No, all do not have this gift either, but 
all do speak with tongues as the evi- 
dence when He comes because Jesus said 
when He comes He would testify, St. Jno. 
15:26, and testify means to give testi- 
mony; to bear witness; to declare. And, 
remember, the one doing the testifying is 
the Holy Ghost, not the individual who 
receives Him; that is first, but the Holy 
Ghost is to testify, and the one who re- 
ceives Him is to bear witness also; and 
Jesus made mention of the two _ testi- 
monies, and put the distinction between 
the testimony of the Spirit, and the one 
who is receiving Him. 

A “so-called” minister said some time 
ago to me that he would be afraid to tell 
any one, or to preach that any one did 
not have the Holy Ghost unless he talked 
in tongues. I said, “Brother, you would 
not be afraid to tell the folks what Jesus 
said, would you”? He said, “No.” I said, 
“Well just tell them what Jesus said He 
would do when He comes in.” St. John 
15:26 and St. John 16:13. The Holy Ghost 
does not speak of Himself, but whatso- 
ever He heareth that shall He speak, and 
He uses the tongue of the temple in 
which He is dwelling, as He does not 
have a body, but wants to dwell in our 
body which is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost, 1 Cor. 3:16. On the day of Pente- 
cost when the one hundred and twenty 
received the Holy Ghost the Apostle 
Peter said, “Having received of the Fa- 
ther the promise of the Holy Ghost, he 
hath shed forth this which ye now SEE 
AND HEAR.” There was something to be 
seen and heard; there was some mani- 
festations that lead them to think they 
were drunk, but the apostle says in Acts 
2:15 “For these are not drunken, as ye 
suppose.” 

Most of the “so-called” holiness folks 
who fight speaking in tongues as the evi- 
dence, and yet say some will speak with 
tongues, but all do not speak with 


tongues; if you will notice they always 
leave it for the other fellow to do the 
speaking with tongues, and it is never 
manifest in their meetings. This is their 
shy way of trying to do away with it, and 
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almost in every instance they brand it 
as being of the devil, and say they re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost when they were 
sanctified. But sanctification is a cleans- 
ing, a cleaning up, and not a filling—you 
cannot fill and cleanse at the same time 
—you cannot get a filling out of sancti- 
fication in any sense of the word. On the 
day of Pentecost they were all filled. We 
are sanctified by the Holy Ghost, just as 
we are convicted of sin by the Holy 
Ghost—it is the Spirit properly operat- 
ing in His office. 

We are sanctified by the Spirit, with 
the blood, then filled with the Spirit. 
Many of the “tongue fighters” will say, 
“We are sanctified by the Holy Ghost,” 
quoting Rom. 15:16. This is true, we are 
sanctified by the Holy Ghost, just as we 
are convicted by the Holy Ghost—when a 
man gets under conviction it is the Spirit 
of God working. I hold in my hand a 
cloth. I take the cloth after soaking it 
in water and wash a jar sitting on the 
table. This work is done by me, with he 
cloth, so it is we are sanctified by the 
Holy Ghost, with the Blood. Heb, 13:12 
says, “with the blood.” 

It is true that it is not necessary to 
tarry long hours for the Spirit if we can 
readily appropriate the faith required to 
bring the blessing. But the hardest thing 
in the world to do is to say you feel 
mighty good, when you feel extremely 
bad. However, at the moment we let go 
everything, that would hinder, and reach 
out by faith we can obtain the blessing 
desired, and the feeling will flow as a 
result of that that is done. We should 
not seek feelings but seek the actual 
blessing or experience and the work is 
done, or wrought by faith. When the work 
is done, the feeling follows that that is 
done. I would not want a salvation I could 
not feel or know about. I could lose it and 
never miss it if it were a product I knew 
nothing of. 

The third b!essing is clearly taught in 
the Scripture. We are taught to baptize in 
the name of the Father, Son and the Holy 
Ghost. There are three in the Godhead 
hence forming a trinity. God the Father, 
gave His Son, and upon acceptance of 
that gift that the Father gave comes re- 
generation, and the Son gave Himself for 
our sanctification. Eph. 5:25. When we 
accept him or his gift comes sanctifica- 
tion, then there is the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. Acts 2:38. The corn, wine and the 
oil in the Old Testament represent these 
experiences. There were three stories in 
the ark; and the stars, the moon, and the 
sun. There are three who bear record 
on earth: the Spirit the water and the 
blood. Take the tree: first the bark, then 
the sap, then the heart. 


The disciples followed him in regenera- 
tion, had their names written in heaven 
and were not of the world before they 
were sanctified, Matt. 19:28; Luke 10:20 
and St. John 17:16. Then they obtained 
every sign or evidence of sanctified folks 
before they were filled with the Hoiy 
Ghost. They returned to Jerusalem with 
great JOY; when the day of Pentecost 
was fully come they were all of one ac- 
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cord—see there was oneness. Jesus pray- 
ed for them to be sanctified that they 
might have joy. St. John 17:13, and that 
they might be one (ve.se 21). All this 
came to pass before they received the 
Holy Ghost. 

Sanctification is the will of God, and 
in Heb 10:36 we read “For we have need 
of patience, that, after that ye have done 
the will of God, ye might receive the 
promise.” The promise is the Holy Ghost. 
Acts 2:33 and Acts 1:4-5. 

I firmly believe that if some of these 
“tongue fighters” and “demonstration 
fighters,” who are so afraid of manifesta- 
tions, had been there on the day of Pen- 
tecost they would have been frightened 
clear out of Jerusalem. Remember that 
FAITH is not the EVIDENCE of the 
PROMISE, because the writer of He 
brews said all the old prophets died in 
the faith having not received the promise, 
Heb. 11:39. Amen.

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“Gobacco, Liquor and Hell

HE world is growing better, says the 
blinded post millennialist and a score 


of others who hope for Utopian condi- 
tions on the earth without the physical 
return of Jesus, and cite as an evidence 
national prohibition and the passing of 
the saloon. 

But there has fallen an imminent 
shadow over this hitherto bright outlook, 
and hopes are disillusioned. Prohibition 
has been forsaken and betrayed by many 
of its most ardent supporters, and the old- 
fashioned saloon promises an early re- 
turn, with all its former powers to reek 
hell and damnation over a sorely depress- 
ed, weakened and hungry people that the 
heartless, diabolical, moneyed, liquor in- 
terests have always possessed, and with 
an added fury that they may keep pace 
with the spirit of the age, and fulfill the 
saying that “wicxed men shall wax worse 
and worse.” 

We cannot be surprised that this giant 
octopus, the liquor traffic, has again 
shown his wraih. Satan may at times be 
outnumbered, but he cannot be cast out 
by majority vote. Throughout the years 
of prohibition in which the liquor inter- 
ests felt themselves in the minority the 
nefarious forces of hell have worked 
faithfully, constantly, secretly, relentless- 
ly for a triumphant return of the cursed 
drink. 

When a great foe has been conquered 
the victors may make the sad mistake of 
glorying too much in their own victory, 
while the conquered secretly plans re- 
venge. This may be true of prohibition. 
While temperance workers were holding 
jubilee over the downfall of the arch en- 
emy they quite forgot the younger broth- 
er of King Alchol, Prince Nicotine who 
would one day arise and attempt to again 
enthrone the elder brother. 

There is not an evil in the world more 
common than the tobacco habit, and none 
that holds its victims more tenaciously. 
The evil of tobacco is not so readily ob- 
served due to the fact that it is so com- 
mon. That which is always before one 
usually impresses him least, but the evils 
of the misuse of tobacco are certainly 
sufficient to receive a just consideration 
and the censure of high heaven. I think 


it,fitting to consider these two tremen- 
vils jointly. 
. are a few items of interest re- 


garding the evils of tobacco. A laboratory 
shows that one cigaratte produced 
6. two quarts of uncondensed smoke, 
which when condensed amounted to four 
drops of poison. One drop of this liquid 
poison in a medicine dropper put down 
the mouth of a mouse will cause it al- 
most instantly to tremble all over, kick 
furiously and die 1n avout half a minute. 
Only one drop—one fourth of the poison 
of the cigarette! At this rate how much 
poison does one take into his system who 
smokes a pack of twenty cigarettes a 
day, to say nothing of the damage done 
to others by polluting the atmosphere? 
And who can estimate the damage done 





by $200,000,000 worth, or more, of cigar- 
ette smoke annually? 

“In a paper before the annual conven- 
tion of the American Association for Me- 
dico-Physical Research read by Dr. 
Chauncy L. Barber of Lansing, Mich., he 
said, “A baby born of a cigarette smok- 
ing mother is sick. It is poisoned and 
may die within two weeks of birth. The 
post mortem shows degeneration of the 
liver, heart and other organs. Sixty per 
cent of all babies born of mothers who 
are habitual cigarette smokers die before 
they are two years old,’”—From an Anti- 
Tobacco Publication. 

The No Tobacco League states that in 
54 years after the coming of the cigarette 
juvenile crime increased 800 per cent. 

It has been observed that virtually ail 
male criminals are tobacco users. One 
may safely say that most of the drinkers 
are also tobacco users, and that a sub- 
stantial percentage of tobacco. users, 
both male and female, will accept a drink, 
at least occasionally. 

Jerry McAuley said: “It is hard to 
quit whiskey and use tobacco. It creates 
a thirst for drink also.” His testimony is 
corroborated by many others. It is there- 
fore easy to see how liquor is in great 
demand when millions of dollars are be- 
ing spent annually advertising tobacco 
to weaken and destroy human will power 
and create an insatiable thirst for strong 
drink, and when more tobacco is being 
used than ever before. 

It is claimed by the supporters of 
these two great social evils that they are 
all right if used moderately. The Word of 
God tersely replies: “Whether therefore 
ye eat, or drink, or whatsoever ye do, do 
all to the glory of God.” Whiskey and iv- 
bacco are not foods. The use of either is 
not Christlike and does not promote hap- 
piness nor the kingdom of God. 

“Having therefore these promises dear- 
ly beloved, let us cleanse ourselves from 
all filthiness of the flesh and spirit, per- 
fecting holiness.” It goes without saying 
that these ungodly habits are defiling. It 
has been authoritatively said that a tur- 
key buzzard will not eat the flesh of a 
tobacco user. Verily a man has set a new 
low mark to become so defiled that the 
buzzards refuse his flesh. 

Tobacco has sent vast sums of revenue 
to the Treasury, made several million- 
aires in America, stupified, befuddled the 
brains and warped the minds of millions 
of American youths. It has submerged 
other millions in filthiness and slavery 
and sent thousands to tuberculosis hospi- 
tals and their graves. Compared with the 
awful damage the vast revenue is a meag- 
er pittance. But tobacco is here, and 
bears the O. K. of Uncle Sam, and the 
approval of many churchmen. Many 
clergymen decline to attack the giant, 
and many others have been won over by 
the giant. What a shriveled soul a minis- 
ter must possess who would give his in- 
fluence in any way to this treacherous 
enemy of the human race! 
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Recently the writer heard a prominent 
minister defend tobacco in a speech, and 
later was not much surprised to learn 
that this same minister stands for Repeal 
of the 18th Amendment. May God deliver 
us from these wolves. How far he had 
strayed from the simplicity of Jesus! If 
He were here He would be no friend of 
the tobacco interests, and would not vote 
for the return of liquor. 

In the minds of a great multitude of 
United States citizens, including senators 
and congressmen, it is not wicxed enough 
to license the tobacco traffic to sell 
poison to the American Public. Something 
more must be done to satisfy the greed 
of the avaricious crowd of liquor mag: 
nates and bar tenders even if multiplied 
thousands of human souls and bodies of 
old and young must be offered on the al- 
tars of shame and ruin. They have filled 
the press with a new philosophy to meet 
the nation’s needs, ba.ance the budget, 
feed the hungry, give every man a job 
and break the depression—REPEAL! 

The distillers and dispensers could cer- 
tainly send enormous sums of money to 
the treasury, but no nation can calculate 
its wealth alone by the amount of gold 
and silver in its vaults. No nation can be 
rich when its people are themselves weak- 
ened, stupified and enervated in produc- 
ing the revenue to fill the treasury. 

It is certainly a new type of philosophy 
that reasons that repeal would give bread 
to the hungry. Experience has taught us 
otherwise. I have been to the drunkard’s 
home, seen the broken furniture, cold, 
bare floors, ragged children, have eaten 
of his scanty fare, and his dispirited 
wife has told me the old, old_ story of 
happier days, prosperous days and 
friends, but that husband began to sniff 
the Indian fire water, imbibed the fires 
of hell, became an inebriate, broken in 
health, diseased in mind and soul. And I 
have told them of the Savior. But I have 
not been to the home that was made hap- 
py because of strong drink, nor has any 
one. 

Legalized beer and liquor may furnish 
a few jobs to those engaged in its manu- 
facture, but how many men_ has it de 
prived of jobs? How many thousand has 
it rendered incompetent? Liquor never 
has and never will break a depression. In- 
toxication never can take the place of 
bread. Legalized strong drink in reach of 
the hungry and penniless will not bring 
them to prosperity. 

It is objected that Prohibition has been 
a failure, which is true in part, because it 
has been the victim of numerous and sin- 
ister conspiracies and treacherous be- 
trayals, but if it has kept liquor away 
from only a few youths, and has taught 
some honest souls that the infernal drink 
bore the malediction of all the righteous 
in an age when God was feared and the 
sanctity of homes and the virtue of wo- 
men was highly esteemed, it is worthy of 
some praise, and its influence will not 
soon die.

They 
had no more regard for the law than the

History of the Bible “Graining School 


The beginning of the Church of God 
Bible Training School was very small but 
we appreciate it for out of a very humble 
beginning has grown a School that we 
believe will stand long in the annals of 
history as an institution worthy of honor 
for her splendid service rendered to man- 
kind. Possibly our greatest admirers are 


those who once were students of the 
School and who know its benefits first- 
hand. 


The first term of the Training School 
was begun on Jan. Ist, 1918 in the Evan- 
gel Building at Cleveland, Tenn. with 
Sister Nora C. Chambers as teacher and 
with a student body of six. However the 
day of small beginnings should not be 
shunned for during this, the sixteenth 
term, the enrollment in all departments 
totaled one hundred and twenty students. 
This is twenty times that of the first 
term. This first term of the School last- 
ed only three months. 

The second term started November 11, 
1918 and closed April 4th, 1919, covering~ 
a period of five months minus one week. 
There were ten students this term with 
Mrs. Nora C. Chambers as teacher. From 
the beginning of the School the Bible has 
been the principal text book and around 
it has been grouped the subjects of lesser 
importance. 

The third term started with an enroll- 
ment of fourteen, beginning Sept. 27, 
1919 and closing April 2, 1920. 

With the beginning of the fourth term, 
school was taught in the local Church 
building on the corner of 24th and Peo- 


ple’s Street. J. B. Ellis was appointed as 
Superintendent of the School for this 
term with Mrs. Nora C. Chambers as 4s- 
sistant. During this term there was an 
increase to twenty-four students. The fol- 
lowing term beginning on Sept. 26th, 1921 
had the good enroliment of forty-two. 
This was almost double the number of the 
previous year. 

With the beginning of the seventh 
term, Rev. F. J. Lee was made Superin- 
tendent with Mrs. F. J. Lee and Mrs. 
Nora C. Chambers as teachers. The enroll- 
ment reached sixty-one this term. 

During the following term’ Brother 
F. J. Lee was succeeded by Brother J. B. 
Ellis for one term. Brother T. S. Payne 
was selected Superintendent for the term 
of 1925 and 1926 and served six succes- 
sive terms, being succeeded by Brother 
J. H. Walzer in 1930. This is Brother 
Walker’s third year as superintendent.

Mission Appeal 


We are again calling your attention to 
the urgent need of the mission work, re- 
garding funds. The bank balance of the 
mission treasury has now for. several 
months been falling off. The result is 
that it has reached a level far below the 
emergency fund mark, besides, this fund 
is a few hundred dollars in debt to the 
Publishing House, that must also be paid. 
We must either have relief by a generous 
response from the local churches in rais- 
ing these needed funds or suffer the re- 
sult of not having it. We feel that we 
eannot afford to recant any of the ad- 
vancements that we have made, and espe- 
cially insist that every pastor make a 
desperate effort to raise the quota as out- 
lined by the General Assembly, which is 
an amount equal to 5 per cent of the 
tithes paid by the local church. Each local 
church should feel the burden of the lost 
and dying of other nations and to the 
extent of their ability give something for 
the benefit of the gospel message. Like- 
wise each pastor should feel it his duty 
as leader of the local church to take the 
lead in raising funds for the needs of the 
mission field. If he will, to his satisfac- 
tion he will find his church is ready to 
respond to the needs of the mission field.

The worx is growing in the different 
mission fields. The workers and mission- 
aries are sticking to the task of preach- 
ing the gospel of Jesus Christ as the Sav.

“Ghe Earthquake 


J. H. INGRAM, Overseer of California

N order to expedite matters of getting 
I the news to our many well wishers, 
and in answer to the many querries con- 
cerning our well-being since the calamity 
which has befallen our fair city, I am giv- 
ing herewith a report of the great earth- 
quake which struck California’s famed 
southland on Friday, March 10, 1933, 
leaving a trail of death and destruction 
in its wake. 

Long Beach seemed to be the center of 
the disturbance and thus_ received the 
greatest blow apparently, but a score or 
more of neighboring cities over a radius 
of several miles were affected more or 
less seriously, the property loss running 
into many millions of dollars, with 2 
large list of dead and injured attendant. 

OUR MEMBERS ALL SAFE 

Before going further I wish to an- 
nounce that all our members have come 
thru unscathed so far, and with little 
or no property damage, so far as can be 
determined. 

Of course we hope that at least the 
worst is over but cannot be too sure, as 
Old Mother Earth continues to heave 
and sigh after more than six days of al- 
most continual pounding at close inter- 
vals, as weird, rumbling sounds come 
forth from the depths in tones of low 
thunder. We had one pretty hard shock 
while I was seated at my typewriter mak- 
ing up this report. 

THE FATEFUL HOUR 


It was 5:55 p. m. when the fateful hour 
arrived. The schools of course were elosed 
at this hour, as were most of the down- 
town stores and theatres, which partly ac- 
counts for the comparative small loss of 
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life, taking into consideration the sever- 
ity of the quake and the terrible property 
destruction attendant therewith. 

I was upstairs in the large, two story 
house in which we live, at the time the 
quake hit. It seemed as if a terrific thun- 
der storm was going On underground or 
perhaps more like a great explosion. The 
house acted as if a giant hand had reach- 
ed down from the sky, taken it in its 
grasp and after giving it a severe shaking 
set it down hard upon the foundation 
which continued to shake as the earth 
seemed to reel to and fro as a drunken 
man. It was somewhat like being in a 
ship in a storm, only worse. 

On rushing to the street and finding 
the family safe, I joined volunteer work- 
ers in digging the dead and dying from 
the wreckage of what a few seconds ago 
was a beautiful, modern city, housing 
150,000 souls, which at the time appeared 
almost a total wreck. 

THE POPULACE PANIC STRICKEN 

Pandemonium reigned in the hours 
which ensued. The latest report gives 
2,000 homes ruined, 21,000 others damag- 
ed, with the streets and alleys piled high 
with brick, stone, and steel girders, all 
that was left of many of the principal 
business sections. Streets were flooded 
by broken water mains, gas lines were 
broken, and the entire city without ser- 
vice. Many sections were without lights 
but the elements were lit up with electri- 
cal flares as one after the other of the 
high tension lines fell to the earth, and 
as the earth continued to be shaken by 
less severe shocks and fires sprang up 
in different places. The excitement that 
prevailed cannot be described. Many were 
praying, others screaming and running 
here and there, searching for loved ones 
in the ruins. 

WARTIME SCENES REENACTED 

The city became an armed camp in two 
hours as 5,000 bluejackets and marines 
under arms hurried ashore from the war 
vessels in the harbor. The regular army, 
the national guards, and ex-service men, 
as well as the navy, are to be commended 
for the splendid service rendered in re- 
storing order, along with the local police, 
which was augmented by hundreds of 
other police from distant cities. All night 
long the nerve racking sounds of police 
and ambulance sirens could be _ heard 
rushing thru the streets with the wound- 
ed and dying. 

RICH AND POOR SHARE ALIKE 

IN CALAMITY 

The governor left immediately by air- 
plane for the scene of the disaster, as did 
Red Cross officials from Washington, 
D. C. Army kitchens were soon in place 
on the streets in order that the thousands 
of homeless might be fed. The rich rub- 
bed elbows with the poor in the bread 
lines as all shared alike in this time of 
calamity. : 

At the height of the excitement and 
while I was out on one of my many trips 
thru the devasted area on relief missions, 
some one spread the alarm that a tidal 
wave was sweeping in from the sea, and 
many thousands of others began scurry- 
ing for higher ground. My family got ex- 
cited and left with some more of the 
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church folks and I was not able to locate 
them until the next morning. During the 
first shock four hundred people were re- 
ported to have fainted, some never re- 
covered but died from fright. 

SCHOOLS AND CHURCHES HARD HIT 


All of our thirty-eight great institutions 
of learning are damaged, about twenty- 
five of them almost total wrecks. Classes 

are closed indefinitely. The churches too 
GO great losses, many buildings in 
complete ruins. All public gatherings are 
banned except in the parks. We have 
erected a tent village and a bunch of us 
Church of God people are camping on a 
lot near the home. Sister Ingram is help- 
ing cook for the refugees, and at night 
we have meeting by the light of a large 
wood fire. : 
A REVIVAL ON THE WAY 

Long Beach was a religious center with 
many fine church buildings before the 
quake; even boasted of the largest men's 
Bible class in the world, I am told, which 
contained 3,000 members, but apparently 
little heartfelt religion. There is great 
interest at this time and we look forward 
to a great revival, as people are praying 
as never before it seems. 

We had our place of worship ruined 
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along with many others. Please pray for 
the Lord to open up something for us. 


ABOUT THE NUMBER KILLED BY 
THE QUAKE 

There have been conflicting reports 
about the death list, as well as the in- 
jured, ranging from one hundred to five 
hundred killed, with four thousand in- 
jured. As there were some misleading re- 
ports given out concerning the number 
of casualties, the authorities apparently 
are minimizing the reports as much as 
possible in order to allay the fears of the 
people, and if this be true, the general 
public may never know (or at least for 
the present) the eXact number who lost 
their lives. Let us hope the report in the 
minimized form is the nearest to correct. 
It is bad enough at the least, and the loss 
of property is appalling, amounting to 
around $60,000,000 for Long Beach alone.

LOYALTY 
Text: Mark 8:27-38 

Time: Summer of A. D. 29. 

PLACE: The vicinity of Caesarea Phil- 
ippi. 

GOLDEN TEXT: Whosoever will come 
after me, let him deny himself and take 
up his c.oss, and follow me.—Marx 8:34b. 

TEADING THOUGHT: Christians 
should be wil’‘ng to sacrifice for Jcsus’ 
sake as He sacrificed for us. 








PETER’S CONFESSION OF FAITH 
Matt. 16:13-16; Luke 9:18-20 


V. 27. “And Jesus went out, and his 
disciples, into the towns of Caesarea Phil- 
ippi.” Caesarea Philippi lies at the root of 
Libanus. The city was enlarged by Herod 
Philip and named Caesarea in honor of 
Augustus. It was so called in order to 
distinguish it from Caesarea on the coast. 
“And by the way he asked his disciples, 
saying unto them, Whom do men say 
that, I am? The Jews knew that the gift 
of prophecy had ceased among their na- 
tion not long after the captivity, there- 
fore, they thought Him to be one of the 
old prophets risen from the dead. 

V. 28. Therefore, they answered, “Jolin 
the Baptist; but some say Elias; and oth- 
ers, One of the prophets.” They thought 
it would be easier for God to raise one of 
the prophets from the dead than to raise 
up a new one. Few believed Him the Mes- 
siah. Herod Antipas was one who believ- 
ed that Jesus was John the Baptist risen 
from the dead. (Mark 6:14). “Elias.” As 
it was generally believed that Elijah 
would come to earth again before the 
Messiah appeared, many thought that Je- 
sus was that prophet. Josephus in his dis- 
cription of Jesus, found in.a recent dis- 
covered Slavic manuscript, says, “Some 
said of Jesus, that ‘He was our first law- 
giver’ (Moses) risen from the dead, and 
making Himself known by healings and 
magic works; others thought He was sent 
by God.” 
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Vv. 29. Jesus here asks His own dis- 
ciples, “But whom say ye that I am?” 
The question was asked of those who had 
always been with Him, beholding the mi- 
racles He had wrought. “Peter answereth 
* * * Thou art the Christ.” That is the 
promised Messiah. 

7. 30. Bids them tell “no man.” Such 
an announcement publically made wou!d 
have gveatly hindered His work, creat- 
ing needless opposition. Those who were 
His enemies would have watched more 
c.osely for a chance to destroy Him. On 
the other hand there was danger of His 
admirers attempting to maxe Him king. 
Later Jcsus openly told His enemies the 
tru.h. Ma t. 26:€4. 

V. 31. “Began to teach.” All the synop- 
tic gospels agree that Christ began t» 
tcach d finitely concerning His death im- 
mediately f llowing Peter’s great confes- 
sion. See Matt. 16:21. such a revelation 
was necessary for H's d sciples to under- 
stand His sacrificing humanity and 
His essential divinity. “The son of man 
must suffer.” Though they had acclaimed 
Him the Messiah, immediately He shows 
the work of a suffering Mcssiah. “After 
three days r’se again.” There was no hope 
in a dying Messiah if there was no résur- 
rection, both were a*part of the great 
redemptive plan. See Mark 12:40. 

V. 32. “Peter took him, and began to re- 
buke him.” From the Greek Pros La 
Bomenos indicating that “he took hold cf 
him.” Peter does not think it possible 
that the Son of God might be slain. See 
Matt. 16:22. : 

V. 33. “He rebuked Peter.” Mark re- 
cords the humiliating rebuke which Christ 
gave to Peter. Such a rebuke goes no 
further than to provide proper concept 
and humility. “Get thee behind me Sa- 
tan.” This was practically a repetition 
of the word used of Jesus unto Satan just 
after His wilderness temptation (Matt. 
4:10). The temptation was similar; there 
it was worldly dominion offered, here it 


was popular applause from the human 
heart. 
THE USE OF LIFE AND THE VALUE 


OF A SOUL 
Matt. 16:24-27; Luke 9:23-26 
V. 34. “Whosoever will * * *.let him 
follow me.” Jesus knowing the conflict 
ahead, sounds a note of warning that it 
is through self-denial and sufferings, as 
if bearing the cross with Him, that we 
may actually follow Him. It implies be- 


ing ready to suffer or give up life if 
necessary. 
V. 35. “Whosoever will save his life.” 


That is, preserve it unto eternal life, 
must do so by losing or exchanging the 
present life for it. To save life of the 
world is to lose it eternally. To lose the 
earthly life by self-denial and crucifixion 
is to gain or lay hold on eternal life. 

V. 36. “For what shall it profit a man, 
if he shall gain the whole world, and lose 
his own soul?” Christ is here distinguish- 
ing between the “uncertain riches” of 
worldly possession and the true riches of 
heavenly reward. From Matt. 13:22 we 
learn that riches are “deceitful,” they be- 
tray men in their proper conception of 
God and things immortal. Luke follows

with a “woe” (6:24). The rich fool said, 
“Thou hast much goods laid up for many 
years; take thine ease, eat, drink, and be 
merry.” God answers, “Thou fool, this 
night thy soul shall be required of thee: 
then whose shall these things be which 
thou has provided?” 


1 Tim. 6:9 follows to say, that “they 
that will be rich fall into temptations.” 
We are warned by James 5:2, 3 that 
“your riches are corrupted, and your gar. 
ments are moiheaten. Your gold and 
silver is cankered; and the rust of them 
shall be a witness against you, and shall 
eat your flesh as it were fire.” In 1 Tim. 
6:17 we are commanded not to trust in 
uncertain riches. 


V. 37. “Or what shall a man give in 
exchange for his soul?’ The price paid 
for your soul, to provide redemption for 
it, was the precious blood of Christ, there- 
fore, the whole world would be a poor 
price for it, and especially so since you 
might not longer enjoy it than the short 
life man has to live here upon earth. The 
shrieks and groaning cries of the lost and 
dying as they have slipped away from 
this life to infernal regions, are a warn- 
ing to men who have riches to use them 
lawfully and not to jeopardize their fu- 
ture life by them. 

V. 38. “Whosoever therefore shall be 
ashamed of me and my words in this 
adulterous and sinful generation; of him 
shall the Son of man be ashamed when he 
cometh in the glory of his Father with 
the holy angels.” Whosoever means all 
classes and ranks, regardless of position 
or circumstances. “Shall be ashamed of 
me,” shall deny my faith, or blush to con- 
fess me here. The sublime power and 
glory obtained by Christ in death, stands 
out in shameful contrast such as would 
not honor or confess Him. 

“This adulterous and sinful generation.” 
The highest and noblest of these who 
would ignore or decry the cause of Christ, 
is but an attempted taint upon unassailed 
glories of which they are not worthy. “Of 
him shall the Son of man be ashamed.” 
Those who would be ashamed of Christ 
have no place in the thought or program 
of the redeeming Christ. ‘““When he com- 
eth in the glory of his Father with the 
holy angels.” Such glory as Christ has to 
share with His faithful ones is so far 
separated from the highest ideals of the 
sneers of the world that there is no com- 
parison.

They har- 
bored crooks, gamblers, disreputibles of 
every sort. They played the leading role 
in politics. Places where liquor was sold 
were district menaces. This is the cursed 
octopus that repealists propose as_ the 
cure for America’s ills. They promise to 
break hearts, cause tears to flow like 
Niagara Falls, destroy more homes and 
make more orphans than the World War 
did. They promise grief beyond expres- 
sion, sorrows untold. They promise pov- 
erty and squalor, and drunkards’ graves 
in potter’s fields. America knows. Experi- 
ence taught her. 

This fallacious reasoning tells us that 
repeal will stop the bootleggers’ racket, 
close the speak easies and take drink out 
of the high schools. It is a yueer doctrine 
that proposes to cure the drink evil by 
flooding the country with more drinx. 
They forget that there have always been 
bootleggers, blockaders and blind pigs 
ever since the government attempted the 
regulation of alcohol. 

How fitting is the word of the wise 
Solomon: “Wine is a mocker, strong 
drink is raging. Whosoever is deceived 
thereby is not wise.” One can get a gra- 
phic picture of this verse, an illustrated 
sermon of it if he will notice the habitual 
drinker, the kind commonly seen on the 
Bowery, New York, or Clark Street, 
Chicago. These men were made in the 
image of God, but how they have mocked 
the Creator! See the red nose, bleary 
eyes, the dirt and rags. He virtually 
lives in vermin. Hear the stream of filthy 
and profane conversation that issues 
from his foul lips. Smell the odor from 
his ragged person, while he poses, with 
tobacco in his mouth, pipe in hand, rum 
in his system (has not been’ sober in 
many weeks) and hell in his soul. This 
is mockery! But God is not mocxed, and 
plans that this poor devotee of sin shall 
pay the penalty of his folly. 

Jesus made wine for the wedding 
guests at Cana of Galilee, but assuredly 
it was not the wine in which there is the 
serpent’s bite and the adder’s sting. It 
was better than that provided by the 
governor of the feast. No one became in- 
toxicated from it. 

It is difficult to arrive at the end of 
this awful truth, but it certainly shall 
have an end. No wonder these poor vic- 
tims complain of serpents in their boots, 
creeping monsters on their beds. These 
are but tokens of the torments that await 
them. The fires of hell already kindled iu 
the bosoms of these poor wretches who 
have given themselves to the sins of to- 
bacco and liquor, together with those who 
helped to make it legal, who voted for re- 
peal and supported the infernal traffic, 
shall come to full fruition in the Jake that 
burns with fire and brimstone. No other 
place could fit these poor unfortunate 
sons of Adam. They have fitted them- 
selves for destruction. 

In the present crisis the Church of God 
can do a great deal. With its membership 
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of more than 40,000 it can do much good 
in upholding the principles of sobriety 
and temperance, and should help in the 
warfare to keep rum and tobacco from 
our children and our homes. No Chris: 
tian will give his support to these hellish 
monsters that threaten the foundation of 
the nation and the annihilation of the 
Church.

The writer was not present 
at this special service but our Sister 
Lazo, wife of Brother Chas. E. Lazo who 
has charge of the Latin Mission here, was 
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present and she vouches for the above 
statement. 

In conclusion we wish to say that our 
labors here as pastor of this local church 
have been very pleasant and profitable. 
We haven’t the largest church in the state 
but I believe we have a band of as 
ioyal and true blue Church of God saints 
as can be found anywhere. They can 
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sing the best, shout the loudest, dance 
the most, jump the highest and WALK 
THE STRAIGHTEST AFTER THEY 
GET THRU SHOUTING of any people I 
have ever labored among. We earnesily 
covet your prayers that we may keep 
humble before the Lord where He can 
use us for His glory.—Faithfully, T. P.
